We really need 
full participation in this committee, especially as we begin to focus on the update of the Open Space Plan, and as the work of the 
Master Plan gets underway.

Mill Brook Linear Park - The main concern remains pedestrian access issues following replacement of the Arlington Catholic 
practice field and a new fence that inhibits access. David will follow up with the Conservation Commission, which has jurisdiction 
for the work adjacent to Mill Brook, and will try to set up a meeting with other town officials. 

Master Plan - The process has been delayed until the contract with the planning consultant is finalized. The next scheduled 
meeting is on March 5. 

Open Space Plan - The revised plan is due by December 2014, and we plan to request funds at the 2014 Town Meetingto hire a 
consultant, using CDBG funds as we did for the previous plan in 2007. We will have to develop a scope of work and get estimates 
for this work in fall 2013 in order to prepare for the 2014 warrant. 

Other Projects 

• No news on the Open Space of Arlington book/website, but this material and maps by Adam Kurowski will be very useful in 
up dating the Open Space Plan. 

• The 2013 Arlington Reservoir Calendar has been very popular, and David reports that sales netted about $900 for the 
Reservoir Committee. 

• The Tree Committee has many new members, but is becoming bogged down in some legal and procedural issues, according to 
Lisa. The goal is to get as many new trees planted around town as possible. 

• No particular news on Busa Farm, Symmes, Downing Square or rain gardens.
